EUROPEANS WOULD NOT INTERFERE.

LONDON. March 3.—“The United States will have every town on the Spanish 
coast blown to atoms, I am ready to wager a month after the beginning of hostilities,” 
said William Allan. M. P.. to the Rost-Dispatch correspondent to-day. Mr. Allan 
represents the Gateshead Division im the House of Commons, is one of the largest 
shipbuilders on the Tyne and is an atknowledged high authority on naval questions, 

The Post-Dispatch corespondent had asked him ‘f there 1s any likelihood that 
Spain can buy war vesseis now building in British yards from the government which 


ordered them. 7 
“It would not do Spain any good if she cold buy them, Mr. Allan answéred. 


“But except those ordered by Japan there are very few orders in the English yards 
from foreign governments and Japan won't sell, ’ 


“T can't conceive why Chili should sell ships to her ancient enemy to be used 
against the United States, which helped her so generously to her independence. But 
even should Chili or Brazil sell ships to Spain they would be of no use to her. 

“Thave always expressed in the House of Commons, as you know, my admira- 
tion for American warships. I challenged our government to test the new cruiser 
Poweriul by sending her across the Atlantic at full speed, as the United States Gov- 


ernment had sent the Columbia, but our government declined. 
“I consider that America has some of the very finest ships afloat, and I know 


the American sailors to be as good as any in the world. 
“Why Spain is retrograde—a moribund nation. If she should snap up all the 
warships available all over the world she could not give the United States cause for 


an instant’s concern. 

“I believe in the grit, tenacity and fighting -apacity of the Anglo-Saxon races 
as against these Spaniards, who are fed on oil and garlic and without stamina. Why, 
in the olden days our bucanneers used to beat them—and they have not improved 


since then, rather the contrary. 

“It would be an easy matter for the United States to capture the principal 
Spanish arsenal at Trubia, near the north coast. and not far trom Oveido. The 
place is not detensible, as your navy department doubtless knows. 

+ .“But there will be no war. The Spanish Government knows it would be the 
signal for a Carlist rising. 

“They will have some kind of a revolution in Spain before long, but as to.war 
With the United States, there will be none. 

“I have never believed that the United States wants Cuba, but I expect that 
they will employ all their influence to establish a republic there.” 

Mr. Tweddle, the manager of Thornycroft’s famous torpedo boat works at 
Chiswick-on-the-Thames, said to the Post-Disnatch correspondent: 

SPAIN’S NAVY NOT FORMIDABLE. 


“I don’t think the Spanish Navy can cause the United States much concern. 

“I really don’t think Spain has much of a chance of getting warships in En- 
glish yards trom the governments for which they are being constructed. The great 
majority of the ships now on the stocks are for the British Government, which, of 
course, won't sell. 7 

“I don’t know of any for Chili, but Argentina has three under construction. 
Argentina won't sell, for | know when France offered to buy some torpedo-catchers 
we were constructing for Argentina, the latter declined to sell. 

“Spain has four torpedo-catchers, about 220 feet long each, and with a speed 
of 28 knots, on the stocks in Clyde, but they are not yet delivered, as the speed 
trials were not successful. 

“True, they build warships themselves, and have just voted credit for naval 
purposes, but their capacity as constructors may be judged from the fact that they 
have just launched a battleship which has been on the stocks eight years. 

“Then, if Spain wants to od ships here for war purposes, she must act before 
a state of belligerency arises, The instant war is declared. the British Government 
will place an embargo on all the war vessels being constructed, and not one will be 
permitted to leave our ports, except to go to some power other than _the belliger- 
ents. If our authorities suspected that ordinary steamers were being fitted for use 
in any way by either belligerent they would be stopped in the same way.” 

Inquiries by the Post-Dispatch correspondent at Yarrows’ torpedo boat works, 
Blackwall, elicited the statement that the irs is building four torpedo-catchers for 
Japan and four for Austria. Neither power would sell the ships to Spain. 

_ At the Thames Shipbuilding Co.'s works, where the largest and most powerful 
line battleship ever built is in course of construction for Japan, the manager said:

REPORT OF THE COURT OF INQUIRY

HAVANA, March 3.—Without adding unnecessarily to the flood of surmises, 
conjecture and prophecy concerning the finding of the Court of Inquiry, it is fair 
to say that, as a matter of fact, most of the naval officers here and at Key West 
incline to the opinion that the court will find that the disaster to the Maine was 


ship, forward. Opinions differ as to whether the mine was made of high explosives, 
such as wet and dry gun cotton or ordinary gun powder. 

Opinions agree, not only as to the existence of the mine in the harbor, but 
also that this one was laid purposely near the buoy, where the fofeign war vessels 
were directed to moor, and was fired from an electric battery on shore. 

It is believed barely possible that the explosion of the mine was the result of 
the carelessness or ignorance of the Spanish, for an independent examination was 
granted on the ground, as understood here, that it could not be refused to a friendly 
power in her own harbor. That the permission was not accorded until after the 
Court of Inquiry had finished its work here and gone to Key West is regarded as 
significant. It opens a wide field for speculation. 

Some assert that the court now has no objection to a Spanish inquiry for one 
of two reasons: Either the court has sufficient evidence already of accident or 
malice—evidence that cannot be controverted by the Spaniards—or after a diligent 
search, the mystery remains as deep as ever and the court does not think the Spanish 
will reach a conclusion where the Americans have failed. 

Of course, all this refers principally to inspection of parts of the ship other 
than the hull. Until the guns, decks, engines and debris of all kinds have been re- 
moved and the mud has been pumped from the hull it cannot be examined thor- 
oughly by any one. Some good authorities think it will be necessary to build a 
cofferdam around the wreck, piles being driven, etc. 

Probably the court knew before it left Havana for Key West whether the 10- 
inch ‘magazine on the starboard forward did or did not explode, but the members 
gave no sign, and the divers, when they talk at all, contradict each other. Doubtless 
even the contractors for the removal of the inner debris and the raising of the 
hull do not fully appreciate the difficulties to be encountered. Certaihly the tug 
Right Arm has been of little value thus far, her captain not having sufficient au- 
thority until Monday to employ the necessary help or to hire the needed lighters.

BY THE CENSORS. 


HAVANA, March 3.—All idea of censor- 
ship is so foreign to the American mind that 
an American can scarcely appreciate the

The Spaniards seem equally to understand 
why censorship is mot exercised in the 
United States. One experience will serve 
as an illustration of others of daily oc- 
currence. A correspondent prepared an 
early bulletin for cabling, giving such rot- 
tine facts as could be gathered before 8 in 
the morning in a city where the official 
business of the day begins at 10 or later. 
Sickness happened to deprive him of his 
interpreter, and he tried to get the dis- 
patch “stamped” by the censor in_ the 
Original English. The regular censor hap- 
pened to be ill and Commandant Morena 
Was acting in his place. Morena, who does 
not know a word of English. declined to 
give his approval until the dispatch was 
shown him in Spanish. The correspondent 
hunted some one up whom he could trust. 
and finally secured a Spanish version. Mo- 
rena scrutinized it carefully, crossed out 
sentences perfectly harmless, but which ap- 
peared to him to contain a double mean- 
and after emasculating the dispatch 
the Spanish version. The corre- 
spondcent took the English and Spanish 
copies to the cable office. Here they were 
compared by operators, who are held re- 
sponsible for their perfect agreement.

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| NO EUROPEAN CENSORSHIP. 

Presumably President McKinley’s reported sweeping asser- 
tion as to the cause which would lead him into war was 
prompted by a desire to lay a solid foundation in the world’s 
court of equity for any eventuality which may flow from our 
conduct in the Cuban crisis. He wants to emphasize the as- 
surance that the United States will be right if war should 
come. 

But he stretched the bounds of justification when he made 
the approval of the nations of Europe a condition of action. 
The American standpoint differs materially from the stand- 
Point of most nations of Europe. Their standard of political 
morality is not our’standard. Our principles are wholly at vari. 
fuce with their principles. Our institutions and principles 
Tead us to lines of foreign and domestic policy wholly different 
from those of the monarchies of Europe. Our view of the 
paramount nature of popular sovereignty and of political lib- 
erty and equality are bitterly repudiated by them. 

Would any monarch of Europe encourage a struggle for po. 
litical liberty and afiprove of its encouragement? 

It has ever been the rule of the highest American states- 
manship to determine American policy regardless of the senti- 
ment of continental Burope. It has been the mission of the 
United States to work out new lines of conduct and to ele. 
vate the standard of national honor and national morality. 

We cannot, without the repudiation of American principles 
and the degradation of the national standard, submit to the 
censorship of European autocrats our conduct with regard 
to our own rights and interests or our judgment as to the 
obligations we owe to others.
